AN ACT to amend seetion 3, subdivision (d) of section 5, and
seetion B, to renumber section 14 tn be section 16, and to
ereate seetions 14 and 15, of Chapter 608 of the laws of 1913,
relating to sewage disposal works in cities of the first elass,

The praple of the Sfate of Wiscansin, repreosented in Senata
awd Assembly, do enact as follows:

Sectox 1. Seetion 3, subdivision (d) of seetion 5, and see-
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tion 8, of chaptee 663 of the laws of 1918 are amended to read:
{Laws 1013 chapter 608) Section 3. A majority of said com-
misgioners shall be a lawful guorum for the transaction of
business, As soon as the commissioners first appointed under this
act 1 any sach ety shall enter upon the duties of their office,
they shall organize by the election of one of the members of said
colatnission as engbrman of said comumission, who shall be re-
movable at pleasure by suid coinmission; he shall preside over
the mectings of said commission and shall perform such other
duties a8 arve imposed upon him by this aet or as may be as-
signed to him by snid commission.

AN ACT to create subsection 5 of section 1797m-—78 of the |
statutes, relating ta a division of public utility service between
a munieipality and publie utility located therein.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

Secttox 1. A new subsection is added to seetion 1797Tm—79
of the statutes to read: (Section 179Tm—79) 5. Any munici-
pality, having secured a declaration of convenience and neces-
sity to own, operate, manage or control any plant or eguip.
ment for the production, transmission, delivery or furnishing
of heat, light, water or power, as provided by seetion 179Tm--74
of the statutesd, or owning any such plant, may contract with
any publie atility lawfully engaged as such for a division of
any of the foregoing service in said muniecipality, for a period
not exeeeding ten years, with mutual covenants restricting and
obligating operations by each party to service within the resper-
tive fields of division so contraeted for, and within suech fields
the commission shall have the right to regulate the charges for,
and quality of, service, notwithstanding anything provided in
such contract. Nothing in this section shall be construed as
preventing the railroad commission from terminating such con-
tract and granting a certificate of convenience and neeessity for
a third or other utility, if in its judgment the public interest
requires it.

Secrion 2. This aet shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
